SUBJECT: HUD Awards “Fair Share” Section 8 Vouchersin Oregon

INFORMATION:

The US Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) has awarded 732 “Fair
Share” Section 8 rental assistance vouchers to 13 public housing authorities in Oregon.
Under the program, qualified recipients generdly pay no more than 30 percent of their income
as rent while HUD picks up the remainder of thetab. Voucher recipients usetheir vouchers
in the private rental market and may live in any community where an affordable unit can be
found that meets housing quality standards, and where the owner iswilling to participate in
the Section 8 program.

These vouchers will not be restricted to any particular sub-group of the Section 8 digible
population (e.g. disabled, Welfare-to-Work, etc.). In many cases, housing authoritieswill be
offering these vouchers to people who are currently on a waiting list for rental assistance.
Those housing authorities that do not have a waiting list will be actively recruiting new
applicants. Hous ng authoritiesthat havereceived voucherswill beannouncing theavailability
of the vouchers in the near future.

Once a family/individua receives a Section 8 voucher they have a limited time to find an
apartment before the voucher expires. SDSD/AAA clients on the waliting list for Section 8
voucher assistance may need additional help from a case manager to find an affordable,
appropriate and accessible apartment within this limited time frame.

Attached is a list of the public housing authorities in Oregon which have been awarded
vouchers.
